VOLSTEAD PLANS 'PLUGS’ TO 
STOP LEAKS IN BOOZE LAW 


WASHINGTON, May 12.—Congress today started the work of plug­ 
ging up the leaks in the enforcem ent of national prohibition. 
The “plugs" were found in a supplem ent to the V olstead law. pro­ 
posed by R epresentative V olstead, M innesota, which has the united 
backing of the Anti-Saloon league and m ost of the drys in Congress. 
H earings on the supplem ent w ere commenced today before the house 
judiciary com m ittee of which V olstead Is chairm an. 
The prim ary object of the drys in demanding legislation in addi­ 
tion to the Volstead law is to adm inister a knockout blof^ to the ruling 
of F orm er A ttorney G eneral Rainier, th at beer is a m edicine and may 
be prescribed in unlim ited quantities. 
•The drys w ant to m ake sure the new prohibition comm ission will 
not put the ruling into effect. 
yh e action today m arks the first step toward the am endm ent to the 
Volstead law , since t was enacted in October, 1919. 
The m ain provisions of the Volstead supplem ent are: 
A bsolute prohibition against the prescribing of beer as medicine. 
An em bargo on the m anufacture and im portations of liquors until 
“the am ount of such liquor in distilleries or other bonded w arehouses 
shall have been reduced to a quantity that in the opinion of the prohi­ 
bition com m issioner will w ith liquor that may th ereafte r be m anufac­ 
tured, be sufficient to supply the current need th ereafter for all non­ 
beverage purposes.”

There is no reason to hope 
for permanent betterm ent until all 
crossings 
at grade are abolished. 
This Is a gigantic work, it is true. 
It 
can not be 
aeomplished 
over 
night. It would require many years, 
even though the work should start 
at once and proceed simultaneously 
all over the country. But it Is some­ 
thing that must be done, sooner or 
later. As population Increases; as 
the country becomes more thickly 
settled; and as traffic grows, 
the 
menace to life and limb at crossings 
will Increase correspondingly. 
The good work of eradicating this 
menace should begin. And inasmuch 
as it cannot, all be done at once, it 
would be wise to abolish first those 
crossings which have proven to be 
most dangerous—where the 
worst 
tragedies have occurred. Then, year 
by year, one by one, other crossings 
should be eliminated. Meantime, all 
crossings which remain should 
be 
safeguarded with the utmost assid­ 
uity. No expense should be spared 
In giving the very best possible pro­ 
tection 
at these crossings. 
Those 
who travel across these points of 
danger should be protected, not per­ 
functorily, but 
thoroughly and ef­ 
fectively — many of them—should 
be protected against their own reck­ 
less impulses.
